The Boyle case mention of which 


was made in TUB SENTINEL yesterday, 
was heard by Judge Dawson in tho 
superior court yesterday upon motion 
of the defendant, the Catholic Benevo- 
lent Legion, to sot aside the judg- 
ment of $2 000 which had been ren 
dered in tho case by a jury at a previous 
term ol the court. 


The case upon which the present 


proceedings are founded was tried be- 
fore Judge Dawsou and a jury in the 
superior court over a year ago. His 
wife, Anna Boyle, had sued the su- 
preme council of the Catholic Bonovo- 
lent Legion to recover $2,000 on a life 
insurance policy issued about 
four 


years ago by the legion to William 
Boyle, he being a member of St. Julian 
council ot the legion in this city, and 
when the case was tried the plaintiff 
proved that Boyle was dead and the 
jury consequently gave her a judgment 
for $2 000, the amount of the policy, 


The novel point about the case was 


the denial on the part of the defendant 
that Boyle was dead. 'I he plaintiff 
asserted that her husband was drowned 
while he was bathing in Lake Michigan 
at South Chicago, on the evening of 
July 11, 1891. No person saw him 
while he wan bathing and no person 
can positively testify to his drowning, 
his body never having been recovered. 


Boyle had formerly lived in this city. 


He waa employed for a time in the 
Pittsburg blacksmith shops and after 
wards conducted a restaurant on Har- 
rison street 
While In lag in this city 


he took out the insurance policy sued 
on. He afterwards moved to Chicago, 
where he worked until the time of his 
alleged death. About 7 30 o'clock on 
the evening of July 11, 1891, Mrs 
Boyle and other witnesses testified, 
Boyle left hia home in South Chicago, 
saying that he was going to bathe in 
Lake Michigan about a mile away 
This was the laat seen of him. 
Not 


returning home by midnight, his wife 
and others began a search for him. 
The police were notified, and, going to 
the lake, his, clothes, consisting of coat, 
pants, vest, shirt, hat, shoes and socks, 
were found on a stump near the lake 
side. A search was made for his body, 
the waters ol the lake were dragged, 
but it was never found. 


Mrs. Boyle was formerly Miss Anna 


Shaughuessy. She was married nearly 
thirty years ago to Boyle at Hesae 
Cassel, in this county. He had former- 
ly lived in Paulding county, Ohio, 


here his parents resided, but after his 
larriage he worked on a farm in this 
ounty for nearly twenty years and 
hen moved to this city. 


The caae instituted by Mrs. Boyle to 
ecover the insurance was bitterly con- 
ested in the courts here when it was 
rought to trial and resulted, aa stated 
bove, in the plaintiff recovering a 
udgment of $2,000. The Benevolent 
egion, soon after the judgment waa 
endered, began proceedings in equity 
o restrain the force of the judgment 
nd prevent the payment of the policy 
ntil the case could be further invest! 
ated. The Benevolent legion's attor- 
eys, Messrs. Breen & Morris, yeater- 
ay afternoon, in the superior court, 
ntroduced evidence to prove that 
ioyle is really alive. They produced 
ne testimony of Henry Girard, of No 
2 Calhoun street, thia city, to prove 
bat Boyle was seen alive in a Wabash, 
nd., restaurant in May, 1894, then 
hree years after Boyle's alleged death. 
3irard is an itinerant photographer, 
nd says that he has taken Boyle's 
icture and fully identified him at 
Wabash. On the other hand, Attor- 
,eys Leonard and 
Henry 
Colerick 


maintain that it was a case of mistaken 
dentity. 
There were other witnesses 


ailed who testified that Girard waa 
mistaken, one of whom waa ad old 
riend of Boyle. 


In some way the counsel for Mrs 


Soyle were brought to believe that 
Girard was to obtain compensation for 
lie information in regard to the case, 
and questions were put with a view to 
nvestigating the report. 
Girard said 


;hat he had given up the information 
with the understanding that he should 
leoeive $t>00 for the same. 


Judge Dawson ruled that where a 


judgement had been rendered and an 
appeal taken, and the caae subsequently 
affirmed, that the judgement could not 
be set aside on the testimony of one 
witness under auch circumstances, and 
tic overruled the motion and refused to 
set aside the judgment. 


I jail of Allen county lor a second trial 
he filed an affidavit for a change of

eara and handled with their own hands 
furnished the loop holes by which 
Charles Glessner, one of the alleged 
correspondents of the obscene Kansas 
City Sunday Sun, escaped punishment 
lor selling copies of the vile sheet in 
this citj. 


Glessner had been arrested a week 


ago last Saturday night for selling the 
paper and has been confined in the 
county jail ever since, the hearing of 
the caae having -been postponed twice 
at the request of his attorneys. Yester- 
day afternoon the case waa called up in 
the court of Justice James Wilkinson, 
and quite a large crowd assembled to 
hear the testimony. 
Deputy Prose- 


cutor Charles Ryan appeared for the 
state and Elmer Leonard, of this city, 
and H. L Strohm, of Chicago, repre- 
sented the defendant. Strohm was 
employed by the publishers of the Sun- 
day Sun to defend Gleaaner. 


Soon after the court had begun the 


hearing of the preliminaries, Gless- 
ner's attorneys made a motion 
to 


quaah the affidavit upon the ground 
that the Sun was not an obscene paper. 
This motion waa argued at length by 
the attorneys. 
Mr. Ryan made & 


strong plea and produced copies of the 
paper, showing the indecent character 
of the articles which ic contained.
